38 as presented previously in the amendment filed 7/20/05 is drawn to a method of identifying a compound that modulates the 
interaction of SWI/SNF remodeling complexes with nucleic acid regulatory protein DNA binding domain peptides and claim 41 recited 
that the DNA binding domain was a zinc-finger. Proposedly amended Claim 38 recites that the nucleic acid regulatory protein DNA 
binding domain is a zinc-finger. Sonce the scope of base claim 38 has been changed from any nucleic acid regulatyory protein DNA 
binding domain to zinc-finger DNA binding peptides, it raises issues of new consdieration because the genus of nucleic acid regualotry 
protein DNA bidnign domains is very diverse and would include species that are not relate and are distinct from Zinc fingers. Considering 
zinc-fingers with dependent claims 46-51 1 53 and 57-61 requires a new search and new consideration. For example, it is not clear that 
the recited SWI/SNFcomplexes of claims 46-51 and 53 are involved in interactions with zinc-fingers.
